There are a great many gar- 
den varieties which have been 
chiefly from the Chilean and Vir- 
ginian species, all of which ‘are 
good. But some are not of out- 
standing merit and others are 
more suitable to our immediate 
neighbourhood than others, y 

The varieties may be divided 
into two classes, Standard and 
Kverbearing. Probably the best 
varieties for this district are the 
Standard varieties of Warfield 
(Imp) and Senator Dunlop 
(Peer).. The Everbearing varie- 
ties are Progressive (per) and 
Superb (per): 

Warfield (imp), An old favor- 
ite, early, of strong growth, and 
a heavy cropper. Berries medium 
size, smooth, drak red,-and_ ex- 
cellent for canning. 

Senator Qunlop (per. Is a de- 
servedly popular variety of vig- 
oreus growth, producing a large 
quantity of big, dark red, glossy 
berries. Fruit of fine form and 


exeellent flavor. . 


Progresive Everbearing. (per). 
A strong vigorous grower and. a 
zood drought resister. The fruit 
is medium large, of delicious fla- 
vor, and nearly free from Acid, 
waking it'a general favorite. 

Superb Everbearing. A plant 
of low spreading habit not, as 
produetive as the Progressive but 
producing larger dark red _ ber- 
ries of excellent flavor. 

Everbearing varieties planted 
in April or May will produce a 
xzod crop of berries the first year 
from July until the end of Sept: 
ember. 

Strawbery plants. are divided 
into two sexes, male or bisexual 
and female or pistillate. The 
male. or bisexuals. produce blos- 
soms having both male and fe. 
male, organs, are self-pollenizing 
and will produce “fruit independ- 
cotly of the female or pistillate 
varieties. The blossoms produced 
hy the female or pistillate variety 
however have only female organs 
and will not produce berries un- 
less they are grown in close pro- 
ximity to bisexuals. Therefore to 
ensure proper fertilization of pis- 
tillate varieties every fourth row 
should be planted to a bisexual 
variety of the same fruiting sea- 
son as the pistillate variety. 

Standard varieties generally 
have a short fruiting season and 
produce one crop a year, Should 
ti late frost come along about the 
time they are in bloom: the crop 
for the season will cither be con- 


siderably reduced or ac complete

But they 
will do well in any soil which can 
produce a good gorden crop. 

In selecting a place in the gar- 
den, choose one where the snow 
lies deep in winter, as it affords 
considerable protection and mois- 
ture for the plants, It is better 
to have the ground prepared the 
previous year, but where this can 
not be.done, it should be per- 
formed as early in the spring as 
conditions will permit by digging 
deep andadding a liberal supply 
of well rotted manure thoroughly 
mixed and packed firm, 

With a rake or 
break up all the lumps and leave 
the surface even and fine, ready 
for setting plants. 

There are several systems of 
planting. The matted row. the 
single hedge row, and the hilt 
hill system. Where fruit of large 
size and superior quality is de: 
sired for private use. the latte 
is undoubtedly the best. Plants 
ordered from a distant nuresry 
will sometimes arrive before the 
conditions are suitable for plant- 
ing. The package should be open- 


ed at once to prevent the plants 


from heating or drying out, and 


should be heeled in until such a 
time as they can be planted out.
